An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Wm.  M.  Longley  to 
construct  a  filling  station  and  to  install,  maintain  and 
operate  six  (6)  one-thousand  (1,000)  gallon  gasoline 
tanks  and  six  (6)  pumps,  with  all  the  necessary  build- 
ings, appliances  and  equipment,  on  the  premises  known 
as  5135  Belair  Road. 

Whereas,  Ordinance  Xo.  1247,  approved 
March  30, 1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
requires  an  ordinance  for  the  installation  of 
tanks  and  pumps  in  a  First  Commercial  Use 
District ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Wm.  M. 
Longley  to  construct  a  filling  station  and  to  in- 
stall, maintain  and  operate  six  (6)  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  gallon  gasoline  tanks  and  six  (6) 
pumps,  with  all  the  necessary  buildings,  appli- 
ances and  equipment,  on  the  premises  known 
as  5135  Belair  Road.  The  building  or  build- 
in  us  shall  first  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  Baltimore  City  as  to  type,  construction 
and  character  and  shall  be  erected  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings of  Baltimore  City  in  accordance  with  the 
Building  Laws  of  said  City;  the  tanks  shall  be 
installed  underground  in  the  rear  of  the  build- 
ing line  and  the  pumps  shall  be  installed  on  a 


" 
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concrete  island  in  the  rear  of  the  building 
line;  the  said  tanks  and  pnmps  to  be  in- 
stalled under  the  supervision  of  said  Bureau 
of  Buildings  in  accordance  with  Ordinance  No 
1247,  approved  March  30,  1931,  known  as  the 
Zoning  Ordinance,  and  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 91  of  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code,  1927  Edition,  which  are  not  repealed  by 
paragraph  34  of  said  Ordinance  No.  1247,  and 
the  said  premises  shall  be  used  as  a  drive-in 
station.  Provided,  however,  that  this  ordinance 
shall  be  null  and  void  unless  the  site  be  cleared 
and  work  actually  begun  within  sixty  days  and 
completed  within  four  months  from  the  pass- 
age of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  farther  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Board  of  Estimates  to  grant 
and  convey  to  the  United  States  of  America  a  right-of- 
way  over  the  property  now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  maintaining  a  sewer  from  the  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  on  and  over  Wyman  Park  Boulevard  and  a  por- 
tion of  Wyman  Park. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
('it!)  Council  <>!  Baltimore,  That  the  Board  of 
Estimates  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
grant  and  convey  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
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the  Board  of  Estimates  may  deem  best,  a  right- 
of-way  for  the  const  ruction  and  maintenance  of 
a  storm  water  sewer  over  the  property  now 
owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more situate  in  Baltimore  City,  and  known  as 
Wyman  Park,  which  right-of-way  is  more  par- 
ticularly described  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the 
northeast  side  of  Remington  Avenue,  located 
northwesterly  22(.).4<)  feet  from  the  corner  of  a 
brick  wall  situate  at  the  intersection  of  the 
northeast  side  of  Remington  Avenue  with  the 
southeast  side  of  Wyman  Park  Drive;  and  run- 
ning thence  binding  on  the  centre  line  of  an  8- 
foot  right-of-way,  the  same  being  the  centre  line 
of  a  15-inch  storm  water  drain,  easterly  221 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  northwest  side  of 
Wyman  Park  Drive,  all  as  set  forth  on  Plat 
B.  S.  20-28788,  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
no  deed  or  deeds  shall  pass,  in  accordance  with 
the  above  Section,  until  the  same  shall  be  ap- 
proved, in  writing,  by  the  City  Solicitor.

"Eleven  Foot  Road,"  east  of  Arabia  Avenue. 
Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding $10.00  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  permission 
granted  under  authority  of  Ordinance  Xo.  227, 
approved  May  20,  1932,  entitled  "An  ordinance 
granting  permission  to  Michael  Bauer  to  con- 
struct a  filling  station  and  to  install,  maintain 
and  operate  six  (6)  gasoline  tanks  and  pumps, 
with  all  the  necessary  buildings,  appliances  and 
equipment,  on  the  premises  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  Harford  Road  and  Glendale  Avenue," 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  for  a  period 
of  six  months  from  April  6,  1933.

An  ordinance  providing  for  and  requiring  the  licensing  of 
any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  engaged  in 
the  business  of  selling,  as  an  Itinerant  Wholesale  Pro- 
duce Dealer,  any  fruits,  vegetables,  garden  produce, 
butter,  eggs,  cheese,  game,  veal,  pork,  mutton,  lamb, 
rabbits  or  poultry  not  grown,  raised,  produced,  made, 
manufactured,  caught,  trapped  or  killed  in  the  State  of 
Maryland,  from  any  cart,  wagon,  truck,  automobile  or 
other  vehicle;  defining  an  Itinerant  Wholesale  Produce 
Dealer;  specifying  certain  conditions  and  regulations  to 
be  observed  by  Itinerant  Wholesale  Produce  Dealers; 
exempting  certain  persons  from  the  operation  of  this 
ordinance;  prescribing  the  penalties  for  the  violation 
thereof,  and  repealing  Section  51  of  Article  25  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title  "Licenses," 
sub-title  "Selling  in  Streets,"  and  all  ordinances  or 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  therewith. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  term  "Itin- 
erant Wholesale  Produce  Dealer"  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance  shall  mean  and  include 
any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation 
who  is  a  non-resident  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and/or  the  State  of  Maryland  and  who  is  with- 
out an  established  place  of  business  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  selling  or  offering  for  sale 
from  any  cart,  wagon,  truck,  automobile,  or 
other  vehicle  any  fruits,  vegetables,  garden 
produce,  butter,  eggs,  cheese,  game,  veal,  pork, 
mutton,  lamb,  rabbits  or  poultry  not  grown, 
raised,  produced,  made,  manufactured,  caught, 
trapped  or  killed  in  the  State  of  Maryland  to 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  for  the  purpose 
of  resale,  or  to  any  restaurant,  hotel  or  public 
institution  within  the  City  of  Baltimore;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  or  affect  any  dealer  having  an  estab- 
lished place  of  business  within  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, nor  shall  it  apply  to  or  affect  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  who  sells  exclusively  to  or 
through,  or  who  buys  exclusively  from,  a  duly 
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accredited  wholesale  food  establishment  that  is 
licensed  and  complies  with  the  requirements,  as 
such,  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  State  of 
Maryland. 

The  term  established  place  of  business  as 
used  in  this  section  shall  mean  and  include  any 
building  or  room  licensed  for  the  handling  of 
the  products  in  this  ordinance  named. 

Provided  further,  that  this  ordinance  shall 
not  apply  to  a  farmer  or  producer  or  person 
who  offers  for  sale  or  sells  to  retailers,  hotels, 
restaurants,  processors,  or  public  institutions 
or  to  commission  merchants  the  products  herein 
mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  which  were  grown, 
raised  or  produced,  made,  manufactured, 
caught,  trapped  or  killed,  within  the  State  of 
.Maryland,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful,  however,  for 
any  such  farmer  or  producer  or  person  or  any 
employees  of  such  farmer  or  producer,  or  per- 
son to  engage  in  the  business  of  selling  the 
products  herein  mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  to 
retailers,  hotels,  restaurants  or  public  institu- 
tions within  the  City  of  Baltimore  unless  he 
applies  annually  to  the  City  Collector  for  a  per- 
mit so  to  sell.  Any  farmer  or  producer  or  per- 
son desiring  to  secure  such  permit  shall  file  with 
the  City  Collector  annually  an  application,  with 
his  post  office  address,  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
before  a  notary  public  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
which  shall  state  that  he  will  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  only  such  products  as  were  grown,  raised, 
produced,  made,  manufactured,  caught,  trapped 
or  killed  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  City  Collector  to  investi- 
gate and  verify  the  statements  of  the  applicant 
if  he  is  not  satisfied  with  the  proofs  submitted. 

The  permits  issued  to  farmers  or  producers 
or  persons  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  metal  plate, 
on  which  shall  be  printed  or  stamped  "Farmer's 
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Permit  No.  — ,"  and  said  plate  shall  be  dis- 
played in  a  conspicuous  place  on  wagon  or  other 
vehicle  by  said  farmer  or  producer  or  person 
at  all  times  when  selling  his  products,  the  fee 
for  such  permit  shall  not  exceed  One  Dollar 
($1.00)  each. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation  to  conduct  or  operate  the 
business  of  an  Itinerant  Wholesale  Produce 
Dealer,  as  hereinbefore  in  this  ordinance  de- 
fined, without  first  having  obtained  a  license  so 
to  do,  written  application  therefor  shall  be  made 
to  the  City  Collector  on  forms  prepared  by 
him.  Such  application  shall  contain  the  name 
and  address  of  the  applicant,  and,  if  the  appli- 
cant is  a  firm,  the  name  and  address  of  each 
member  of  the  firm.  If  the  applicant  is  a  cor- 
poration or  association,  the  application  shall 
contain  the  names  and  addresses  of  its  principal 
officers.  The  application  shall  contain  such  fur- 
ther information  as  may  be  required  by  the  City 
Collector  in  order  to  inform  him  fully  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  business,  the  equipment  and  facil- 
ities to  be  used. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  license  fee  for  each  and  every  cart,  wagon, 
truck,  automobile  or  other  vehicle  used  in  the 
business  of  an  Itinerant  Wholesale  Produce 
Dealer  and  operated  or  propelled  along  or  upon 
the  streets  or  thoroughfares  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore shall  be  Two  Hundred  Dollars  per  an- 
num, or  a  portion  thereof,  for  each  vehicle, 
which  amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Collec- 
tor. Said  license  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
January  each  year,  and  shall  not  be  transfer- 
able. 
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The  Mayor  may  revoke  such  license  at  any 
time  by  notice  in  writing  whenever  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  his  satisfaction  that  the  licensee  has 
violated  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and 
has  failed  to  correct  same  upon  due  notice  from 
the  City  Collector. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  following  regulations  and  conditions  shall 
be  observed  by  Itinerant  Wholesale  Produce 
Dealers  licensed  under  this  ordinance : 

(A)  Each  such  dealer  shall  have  his  name, 
address  and  the  number  of  his  license  painted 
conspicuously  on  both  sides  of  his,  its  or  her 
cart  or  carts,  wagon  or  wagons,  truck  or  trucks, 
automobile  or  automobiles  or  other  vehicles  in 
letters  and  figures  of  not  less  two  inches  in 
height,  or  have  the  same  printed  or  stamped 
on  metal  plates  to  be  so  displayed  on  both 
sides  of  said  vehicles,  and  he  or  she  or  it  shall 
also  carry  such  license  and  shall  exhibit  the 
same  whenever  required  by  any  police  officer  or 
other  officer  authorized  under  the  laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  make  arrests. 

(B)  In  addition  to  the  conditions  and  regula- 
tions above  set  forth,  each  Itinerant  Wholesale 
Produce  Dealer  licensed  under  this  ordinance 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Laws  of  Maryland  and 
the  ordinances  of  Baltimore  City  governing  the 
sale  of  food  products. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  or 
any  agent,  servant,  employee  or  officer  thereof, 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
vict ion  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  Five 
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Dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more  than  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  and  every  offense, 
and  each  day  or  fraction  of  a  day  any  person, 
firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  be  engaged 
in  such  business  without  a  license  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  a  separate  and  distinct  offense. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
in  the  event  any  provision  or  section  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  declared  or  adjudged  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  or 
unconstitutional,  such  adjudication  shall  in  no 
manner  affect  the  other  provisions  or  sections 
of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  as  if  the  said  provision  or  section  so 
declared  or  adjudged  invalid  or  unconstitutional 
was  not  originally  a  part  hereof. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
Section  51  of  Article  25  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1927  Edition),  title  "Licenses,"  sub-title 
"Selling  in  Streets,"  be  and  it  is  hereby  re- 
pealed and  that  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Baltimore  heretofore 
adopted  and  in  conflict  with  the  aforegoing  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

1247,  approved 
March  30,  1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance, and  the  provisions  of  Section  91  of  Arti- 
cle 13  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code,  1927  Edition, 
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which  are  not  repealed  by  Paragraph  34  of  said 
Ordinance  Xo.  1247,  and  the  said  premises  shall 
be  used  as  a  drive-in  station.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void 
unless  the  site  be  cleared  and  work  actually  be- 
gun within  sixty  days  and  completed  within 
four  months  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  pumps  to  be  in- 
stalled shall  be  located  not  less  than  10  feet 
6  inches  in  the  rear  of  the  building  lines. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments. 
Section  83  of  Article  16  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1927  Edition),  title  "Health,"  sub-title  "Meat  Inspec- 
tion," relating  to  the  licensing  of  establishments  and 
places  of  business  in  Baltimore  City  handling  meat  or 
meat  food  products  intended  for  use  and  sale  in  said 
City  and  fixing  the  fees  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  83  of 
Article  16  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927 
Edition),  title  "Health,"  sub-title  "Meat  In- 
spection," be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed 
and  reordained  with  amendments,  to  read  as 
follows : 
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83.  No  person  shall  sell,  have,  keep  or  ex- 
pose for  salr  for  human  food,  or  have  in  pos- 
session, the  flesh,  moat  and  products,  or  meat 
food  products  of  any  cattle,  calves,  sheep,  swine 
or  goats  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  slaugh- 
tered or  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  or  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  the  same  shall 
bear  the  inspection  legend  or  other  official  mark 
of  identification  of  a  Board  of  Health  whose 
meat  inspection  standard  is  equal  to  that  of 
and  recognized  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  establishing, 
maintaining  or  operating  any  business  as  hen1 
in  classified  shall  procure  a  license  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  pa}^  therefor  an 
annual  fee,  in  advance,  in  accordance  with  the 
following  schedule : 

Class  A — Slaiujh terers. 

Slaughterers  shall  be  construed  to  include 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the 
business  of  slaughtering  of  food  animals,  such 
as  cattle,  calves,  swine,  sheep,  lambs  or  goats, 
and  also  including  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion having  any  of  the  above  enumerated  ani- 
mals slaughtered  for  him,  them  or  it  in  any 
plant  maintaining  or  operating  a  slaughtering 
business ;  including  the  right  of  processing  of 
meat  and  meat  food  products;  including  the 
right  of  furnishing  cold  storage  and  refriger- 
ation on  premises;  manufacturing  meat  food 
products,  packing  for  market;  rendering  of  edi- 
ble fats  and  inedible  by-products ;  handling  and 
selling  of  such  products  at  wholesale  and/or 
retail  rtpon  the  premises  where  slaughtered  and 
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prepared,  or  at  the  place  of  business  of  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  sending  the  above- 
named  animals  to  be  slaughtered. 

The  annual  license  fee  under  this  class  shall 
be  based  on  the  maximum  fee  for  any  one  spe- 
cies slaughtered  in  each  such  establishment, 
said  maximum  fee  to  be  the  only  fee  collectible 
for  each  such  establishment,  as  follows:

Class  B — Processors  and  Manufacturers. 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  processing  of  meat  products,  manufac- 
turing meat  food  products,  packing  them  for 
market,  rendering  of  edible  fats;  and  to  engage 
in  the  handling  and  selling  of  such  products  at 
wholesale  and/or  retail,  a  license  fee  of  Sixty 
Dollars  ($60)  shall  be  charged  for  each  estab- 
lishment so  engaged. 

The  term  "manufacturing"  as  used  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  mean  subjecting 
fresh  meat,  prepared  meat  or  a  mixture  of  fresh 
meat  and  prepared,  with  one  or  more  of  the 
following:  herbs,  spices,  cereals,  common  salt, 
sodium  nitrate,  sodium  nitrite,  potassium  ni- 
trate, sugar,  a  syrup,  water  and  vinegar. 
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Class  C — County. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  outside  the 

city  limits  desiring  inspection  shall,  before  in- 
spection service  is  provided,  pay  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  a  license  fee  as  prescribed 
under  ('lass  A  or  B  of  this  section.  In  addition 
to  the  payment  of  a  license  fee  the  applicant  for 
the  license  shall  pay  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  annually,  in  advance  the  sum  of  Fifty 
Dollars  ($50)  for  transportation  service  pro- 
vided for  plants  located  within  ten  miles  of  the 
city  limits  and  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  for 
plants  located  ten  miles  beyond  the  city  limits. 

Class  D — Wholesalers. 

1.  The  term  "wholesale"  as  used  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  making  of 
sales  to  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  including  such  sales  by  brok- 
ers,  commission  merchants,  jobbers,  packers'^ 
agents  and  itinerant  vendors,  and  shall  also  in- 
clude sales  in  quantities  or  on  a  large  scale  to 
hotels,  restaurants,  institutions,  commissaries, 
manufacturers  and  the  supplying  of  branch  or 
chain  establishments  from  a  central  depot  or 
store. 

2.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  en- 
gaged in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  meat  and 
meat  food  products  which  have  their  origin  out- 
side the  corporate  limits  of  the  state  and  who 
shall  ship  such  products  into  the  City  of  Balti- 
more by  means  of  steamship  lines,  railroads  or 
motor  vehicles,  or  by  maintaining  a  distributing 
station,  place  or  warehouse  within  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  or  by  means  of  vehicles  operated 
upon  the  streets  of  the  city,  or  who  shall  have 
an  office  in  the  city  but  do  not  distribute  meat 
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and  meat  food  products  by  vehicle,  a  license 
fee  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  shall  be 
charged. 

3.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  en- 
gaged  in  the  selling  of  meat  and  meat  food 
products  at  wholesale  to  the  retail  trade,  a  li- 
cense fee  of  Thirty-five  Dollars  ($35)  shall  be 
charged  for  each  such  store,  stand,  stall  or  ve- 
hicle so  engaged. 

Class  E — Retailers  of  Meat  and  Meat 
Food  Products. 

1.  The  term  "retail  sale  of  meat  and  meat 
food  products"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  where  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  use,  operate  or  maintain  any 
building,  room,  stand,  enclosure,  place  or  estab- 
lishment for  the  purpose  of  selling,  offering  for 
sale  or  keeping  with  the  intention  of  selling  or 
distributing  at  retail,  any  article  of  food  in 
which  meat  and  meat  food  products  (fresh, 
cooked  or  smoked)  is  an  ingredient  and  is  of  a 
definite  and  considerable  portion  of,  or  is  used 
for  or  is  mixed  with  or  enters  into  the  composi- 
tion of  any  food  used  or  intended  for  human 
consumption. 

2.  Cured  Meat :  Subjecting  fresh  meat  to 
a  solution  of  common  salt  with  or  without  one 
or  more  of  the  following:  sodium  nitrate,  so- 
dium nitrite,  potassium  nitrate,  sugar,  a  syrup, 
honey,  since, 

3.  Cooked  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat, 
meat  food  products,  meat  by-products  and/or 
cured  meat  to  the  direct  action  of  heat,  such  as 
roasting  and/or  boiling. 
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4.  Smoked  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat, 
dried  meat,  or  eared  meat  to  the  direct  action 
of  the  smoke  either  of  burning  wood  or  of  sim- 
ilar or  other  burning  material. 

5.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  en- 
gaged in  the  selling  of  meats  and  meat  food 
products  at  retail,  a  license  fee  shall  be  charged 
for  each  such  place  so  engaged,  as  follows : 

(a)  Retail  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food 
products,  including  the  right  of 
curing  of  meat  products $1.00 

(b)  Eetail  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food 
products,  including  the  right  of 
curing  and  cooking  meat  and  meat 

food  products 10.00 

(c)  Retail  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food 
products,  including  the  right  of 
curing,  cooking  and  smoking  meat 

and  meat  food  products 15.00 

Class  F— Route  Tracks— Retail. 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  at 
retail  from  any  vehicle  along  or  upon  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  a  license  fee 
of  Fifteen  Dollars  ($15)  shall  be  charged  for 
each  such  vehicle  so  engaged.

Class  G — Storage  Warehouses. 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  business  of  public  cold  storage  and/or 
refrigeration  of  meat  and  or  meat  food  prod- 
ucts a  license  fee  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50)  shall 
be  charged  for  each  such  place  or  warehouse 
so  engaged. 
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Class  II — Renderers  and  Collectors  of  Animal 
Substances. 

Shall  include  the  business  of  rendering  and 
reduction  of  dead  carcasses  and  animal  sub- 
stances, and  the  gathering  or  transferring  of 
butcher's  offals,  fats,  bones,  grease  or  any  ani- 
mal matter  whatsoever. 

(a)  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  en- 
gaged in  the  rendering  or  reduction  of  dead 
animals  and  animal  substances,  collected  or 
gathered  or  brought  into  an  establishment  from 
outside  of  the  premises,  a  license  fee  of  Twenty- 
Five  Dollars  ($25)  shall  be  charged  for  each 
establishment  so  engaged. 

(b)  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  en- 
gaged in  the  collecting,  gathering  of  butcher's 
offals,  bones,  fats,  grease  or  any  animal  matter 
whatsoever,  a  license  fee  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10) 
shall  be  charged  for  each  such  vehicle  so  en- 
gaged. 

Permits. 

Permits  shall  be  non-transferable  and  no  per- 
mit issued  hereunder  shall  authorize  the  holder 
thereof  to  carry  on,  engage  in  or  conduct  the 
business  in  any  place  or  places  other  than  de- 
scribed and  set  out  in  such  permit. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  refuse  to 
grant  such  permit  and  refuse  inspection  if  the 
person  making  application  for,  or  to  whom  the 
permit  was  issued,  does  not  comply  with  the 
meat  inspection  law  and  regulations  now  in 
force  or  that  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  in  controlling  the 
slaughtering  and  inspection  of  animals  and  the 
preparation  and  sale  of  meat  products  and  meat 
food  products. 
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Section  2.    And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  July  1,  L933.

An  ordinance  vesting  the  management  and  control  of  the 
Walters  Art  Gallery  and  contents,  and  the  property  at 
5  West  Mount  Vernon  Place  and  contents,  and  the  in- 
come bequeathed  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more by  Henry  Walters,  late  of  Baltimore  City,  deceased, 
in  the  trustees  of  Walters  Art  Gallery,  a  body  corporate, 
under  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  duties, 
powers  and  authority  heretofore  vested  in  the 
Trustees  of  Walters  Art  Gallery  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  No.  400,  approved 
March  8th,  1933,  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
vested  in  the  corporation  known  as  the  Trus- 
tees of  Walters  Art  Gallery,  incorporated 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  217  of  the 
Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of 
1933,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Trus- 
tees of  Walters  Art  Gallery,  to  provide  for  the 
management  by  said  Corporation  of  the  real 
properties  and  art  treasures  and  income  given 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
under  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Henry 
Walters,  and  to  confer  upon  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  said  corporation  cer- 
tain powers  with  respect  thereto." 
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Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Trustees  of  Walters  Art  Gallery,  a  body 
corporate,  shall  have  power  to  receive  and  ex- 
pend the  income  from  the  trust    fund  created 

under  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  C  of  Item 
3  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Henry  Wal- 
ters for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  Walters 
Art  Gallery  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  (in- 
cluding the  acquisition  and  improvement  of  such 
properties  as  may  be  incidental  to  the  purposes 
of  said  last  will  and  testament),  and  shall  have 
power  to  expend  for  the  same  purpose  any 
funds  coming-  into  its  hands  from  the  disposi- 
tion of  any  of  the  contents  of  Walters  Art  Gal- 
lery, and  the  contents  of  the  property  at  5  West 
Mount  Vernon  Place,  found  not  to  be  of  mu- 
seum value  or  interest ;  provided  that  no  work 
of  art  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Trustees  of 
Walters  Art  Gallery,  a  body  corporate,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore.  The  income  from  the  trust  fund 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust 
Company,  trustee,  to  the  Trustees  of  Walters 
Art  Gallery,  a  body  corporate,  in  quarterly  in- 
stallments, and  the  Trustees  of  Walters  Art 
Gallery,  a  body  corporate,  is  hereby  appointed 
as  agent  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  receive  the  payments.  Any  pay- 
ment of  income  of  the  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust 
Company,  trustee,  to  the  Trustees  of  Walters 
Art  Gallery  shall  be  deemed  a  payment  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  shall  be  re- 
leased, acquitted  and  discharged  of  all  respon- 
sibility or  liability  therefor. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  and  Section  2  of 
this  ordinance  shall  become  effective  upon  the 
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filing  with  the  Board  of  Estimates  by  the  cor- 
poration known  as  the  Trustees  of  Walters  Art 
Gallery  a  written  statement,  executed  in  such 
form  as  may  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor 
of  Baltimore,  agreeing  that : 

I.  The  trustees  of  the  corporation  shall  re- 
ceive no  compensation  for  the  performance  of 
their  duties  as  members  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees; 

II.  No  amendment  to  the  act  of  incorpora- 
tion shall  be  accepted  or  observed  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  Walters  Art  Gallery  without  the  consent 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

III.  The  terms  of  members  of  the  Trustees 
of  Walters  Art  Gallery  shall  be  limited  to  the 
periods  and  membership  on  other  boards  shall 
be  restricted,  as  provided  for  the  members  of 
the  board  established  by  the  provisions  of  Or- 
dinance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more No.  400,  approved  March  8th,  1933. 

IV.  A  copy  of  the  by-laws  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  any  amendments  thereto,  as  and  when 
adopted,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Legis- 
lative Reference,  and  shall  be  accessible  at  all 
times  to  the  public. 

V.  The  gallery  shall  be  known  in  perpetuity 
as  the  Walters  Art  Gallery,  and  shall  not,  at 
any  time,  be  merged  or  consolidated  with  any 
other  institution;  the  objects  of  art  in  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Trustees  of  Walters  Art  Gallery,  a 
body  corporate,  for  public  exhibition  shall  not 
be  loaned  to  or  exhibited  in  any  other  institu- 
tion without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Trustees  of  Walters  Art  Gallery,  a  body  cor- 
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porate,  shall,  as  soon  after  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year  as  convenient,  and  not 
later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  make  a 
report  of  the  activities  and  operations  of  Wal- 
ters Art  Gallery,  which  report  shall  be  printed 
and  tiled  with  the  Board  o\'  Estimates  and  with 
each  member  of  the  City  Council. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

with  such  red  blinker  lights  as  may  be  adopted 
and  used  by  the  Fire  Department  and  Police 
Department  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
Fire  Insurance  Salvage  Corps. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  any  officer

An  ordinance  prohibiting  the  purchase,  sale  and  market- 
ing of  large  mouth  and  small  mouth  Black  Bass  in 
Baltimore  City. 

Whereas,  the  conservation  of  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  State  of  Maryland  is  as  much  a 
matter  of  great  public  interest  to  the  citizens  of 
Baltimore,  representing  approximately  one-half 
of  the  population  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  as 
it  is  to  the  citizens  of  Delaware,  Virginia,  West 
Virginia,  Pennsylvania  and  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia; and 

Whereas,  the  protection  of  this  interest  from 
waste  and  encroachment  and  the  maintaining  of 
the  public  welfare  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  is 
an  obligation  imposed  upon  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  as  the  representatives  thereof ;  and 

Whereas,  the  preservation  of  Black  Bass 
threatened  extinction,  with  which  they  are  in 
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grave  danger,  is  a  matter  that  affects  the  great 
interest  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore 
because  they  are  one  of  the  important  valuable 
natural  resources  belonging  to  the  State  and  to 
the  citizens  of  Baltimore;  and 

Whereas,  through  the  exercise  of  the  City's 
powers  generally  as  well  as  those  specifically

ance of  his  duties  hereunder. 

(D)  Sewn  o['  said  constables  receiving  the 
annual    salary    of    seventeen    hundred    dollars 

($1,700.00)  shall  act  as  general  docket  clerk.  In 
the  event  of  the  absence  of  any  of  said  consta- 
bles from  attendance  upon  the  said  justices  of 
the  peace,  the  chief  constable  shall  designate 
said  assistant  constable  to  perform  the  duties 
of  said  constable  so  absent. 

(E)  Five  of  the  remaining  said  constables 
hereinabove  in  this  section  named  shall  be  des- 
ignated by  the  chief  constable  as  bailiffs  to  the 
said  justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  People's  Court, 
and  one  of  them  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
during  the  sittings  of  each  of  said  justice-  oi 
the  peace,  and  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of 
a  bailiff.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  any  of 
said  constables  designated  to  act  as  bailiffs 
aforesaid,  the  chief  constable  shall  designate 
one  of  the  remaining  constables  to  act  for  the 
one  so  absent.

The  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change 
the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways 
Engineer  the  public  convenience  may  require  it 
and  he  shall  issue  a  written  order  therefor 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Balti- 
more City. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Rail- 
road Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for 
the  franchise  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall 
be  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  lineal 
foot  of  single  track  per  annum,  payable  in  ad-

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said 
streets,  alleys  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or 
all  of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to 
time,  to  be  final. 
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Section  8.  And  be  it  further  or  domed ,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  ils  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,

be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  wise  result- 
ing from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  opera- 
tion, maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location, 
relocation  and  removal  of  said  railroad  tracks, 
and  especially  from  any  failure  or  default  on 
the  part  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  to  perform  in  a  proper  and  careful 
manner  any  of  the  acts,  duties  and  obligations 
upon  it  or  them  by  this  ordinance  imposed. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  pasasge.

\n  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and 
Washington  Railroad  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  Lessee  of  the  Philadelphia,  Balti- 
more and  Washington  Railroad  Company,  to  relocate 
the  existing  single  railroad  track  in  Toone  Street,  from 
a  point  about  70  feet  east  of  Eaton  Street  to  a  point 
about  10  feet  west  of  Dean  Street;  to  construct  about  90 
feet  of  new  single  track,  beginning  at  a  point  in  said 
relocated  track  on  the  south  side  of  Toone  Street  about 
50  feet  east  of  Dean  Street,  and  extending  thence  north- 
westerly to  intersect  the  north  line  of  Toone  Street  at  a 
point  about  20  feet  west  of  the  east  building  line  of  Dean 
Street;  and  to  construct  about  70  feet  of  new  single 
track  across  O'Donnell  Street  at  or  near  the  center  of 
Dean  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
Lessee  of  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and 
Washington  Railroad  Company,  hereinafter 
called  the  "Railroad  Company"  or  "Grantee," 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized — 

(A)  To  relocate  the  existing  single  railroad 
track  in  Toone  Street  from  a  point  about  70 
feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of  Eaton 
Street  to  a  point  about  10  feet  west  of  the  west 
building  line  of  Dean  Street ;

Section  1.  Be  if  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the  year 
1934,  a  tax  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
of  thirty  cents  ($0.30)  on  every  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessed  or  assessable  value 
of  all  interest-bearing  bonds,  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness or  evidences  of  debt,  in  whatsoever

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Conned  of  Baltimore,  That  the  right  is 
hereby  granted  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  Lessee  of  the  Northern  Central  Rail- 
way Company,  to  construct  and  maintain  a  new 
two-story  covered  pier,  approximately  223  feet 
wide  and  930  feet  long,  extending  westwardly 
from  the  west  building  line  of  Clinton  Street  at 
Seventh  Avenue,  Canton,  to  the  United  States 
Government  pierhead  and  bulkhead  line  estab- 
lished in  1917;  the  said  pier  to  be  known  as 
"Export  and  Import  Pier  Xo.  1,"  and  being 
shown  by  the  lines  colored  red  on  the  plat  at- 
tached to  and  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
no  employee  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  holding  a  position  referred  to  in  said 
Standard  Salary  Schedule,  in  the  absence  of  a 
change  in  his  classification,  shall  receive  an  in- 
crease in  salary  until  he  has  had  one  year's 
service ;  and  that  no  employee  holding  a  posi- 
tion referred  to  in  said  Standard  Salary  Sched- 
ule, in  the  absence  of  a  change  in  his  classifica- 
tion, shall  receive  more  than  one  increase  in 
salary  in  any  one  year. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
in  the  event  of  a  change  in  classification  of  any 
employee  holding  a  position  referred  to  in  said 
Standard  Salary  Schedule  resulting  from  a 
promotion,  the  said  employee  shall  receive  not 
less  than  the  salary  paid  him  in  the  classifica- 
tion from  which  he  has  been  promoted  at  the 
time  of  transfer,  and  he  may  be  granted  an 
increase  of  one-fifth  of  the  difference  between 
the  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  fixed  by 
this  schedule  for  the  position  to  which  he  is 
promoted,  upon  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates;  provided  that  in  no  event  shall  any 
such  employee,  upon  being  so  promoted,  receive 
more  than  the  maximum  salary  fixed  by  this 
ordinance  for  the  position  to  which  he  has  been 
promoted. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
no  employee  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
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Baltimore  holding  a  position  referred  to  in  said 
Standard  Salary  Schedule  shall  receive  an  an- 
nual increase  in  salary  greater  than  one-fifth 
of   the   difference   between   the   minimum  and 

maximum  salaries  fixed  for  his  position  in  the 
said  Standard  Salary  Schedule,  regardless  of 
the  length  of  service  of  such  employee. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
no  employee  of  the  .Mayor  and  City  Council  of 

Baltimore  holding  a  position  referred  to  in 
said  Standard  Salary  Schedule  shall  be  pro- 
moted to  an  advanced  classification  unless  there 
is  a  position  vacant  in  the  classification  to  which 
promotion  is  sought  or  unless  a  new  position 
in  said  classification  is  established  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates. 

Section  (>.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
except  as  provided  in  Seel  ions  7  and  S  of  this 
ordinance,  the  following  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum salaries  shall  constitute  the  Standard 
Salary  Schedule  of  all  employees  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  holding  posi- 
tions designated  in  said  Schedule,  and  the  sal- 
aries of  all  employees  lixed  by  said  schedule 
must  conform  thereto:

tinue to  receive  such  salary  for  his  or  her  pres- 
ent position,  provided  it  is  not  in  excess  of  the 
following  schedule  based  upon  the  length  of 
service  of  said  employee  [with  the  City: 

For  live  years  service $100  per  annum 

For  ten  years  service  300  per  annum 

For  fifteen  years  service       500  per  annum 
Over  twenty  years  service     700  per  annum 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  salary  received  by  any  employee  under  the

provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  the  basis 
for  the  computation  of  his  or  her  pension  and 
pension  contribution,  even  though  said  em- 
ployee may  contribute  part  of  said  salary  to 
balance  the  budget  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  as  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  "The  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company"  and  "The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company," 
Lessee  of  "The  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,"  to 
construct  five  new  single  railroad  tracks  across  Clinton 
Street  (three  of  said  tracks  to  be  relocations  and  re- 
newals of  existing  tracks),  said  tracks  to  connect  with 
the  tracks  on  the  new  pieii  of  said  railroad  companies, 
to  be  known  as  Export  and  Import  pier  No.  1  at  Seventh 
Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Northern 
Central  Railway  Company  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  The  North- 
ern Central  Railway  Company,  hereinafter 
called  "Railroad  Company,"  or  "Grantee,"  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  five  new  single  railroad 
tracks  across  Clinton  Street,  the  center  lines  of 
said  tracks  being  located,  respectively,  approxi- 
mately 20  feet,  32  feet,  120  feet,  132  feet  and 
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220  feel  north  of  the  south  building  line  of 
Seventh  Avenue,  (said  tracks  to  be  located  ap- 
proximately 20  feet,  32  feel  and  220  feet,  re- 
spectively, north  of  the  south  building  line  of 
Seventh  Avenue,  being  relocations  and  renewals 
of  existing  tracks)  ;  said  tracks  to  connect  with 
the  tracks  on  the  new  pier  of  said  Grantee,  to 
be  known  as  Export  and  Import  Pier  No.  1,  at 
Seventh  Avenue;  all  as  shown  on  1  lie  blue- 
print attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  ordi- 
nance.

twenty-five  years;  that  upon  the  termination  of 
said  right  herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair 
valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said 
grantee,  to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordi- 
nance, which  shall  be  and  become  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on  its 
paying  said  grantee  said  valuation;  the  said 
payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation 
of  the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value 
derived  from  the  righl  or  franchise  by  this  ordi- 
nance  granted,    the    said    revaluation    and    the 
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valuation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  de- 
termined upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall 
be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall 
appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  two  arbi- 
trators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, at  all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence, 
regulation  and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and 
that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or  times,  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  be- 
come void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture 
of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks,  on  said 
streets,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of 
said  streets,  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
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after  be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  space  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet 
on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  same  free 
from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  without 
obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said  streets  on 
either  side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  if  and  so  often  as  said 
streets  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly 
authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repay- 
ing the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails 
to  be  used  in  the  construction  and  renewals 
thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of  such  char- 
acter, size  and  weight  as  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee,  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  at  its  or  their,  own  expense,  change 
the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways 
Engineer  the  public  convenience  may  require  it 
and  he  shall  issue  a  written  order  therefor  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That, 
in  consideration  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
herein  granted  and  in  lieu  of  franchise  charges 
therefor,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall,   at    its   or  their  entire   expense, 
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remove  the  thirteen  existing  tracks  crossing 
Clinton  Stdeet,  between  Sixth  and  Eighth  Ave- 
nue, and  designated  on  the  attached  blueprint 
as  "Tracks  to  be  removed,"  (three  of  said 
tracks  to  be  relocated  as  provided  in  Section  1 
hereof)  and  shall  thereupon  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  entire  cost 
and  expense  of  repaving  Clinton  Street  from 
a  point  approximately  80  feet  south  of  the  south 
building  line  of  Sixth  Avenue  to  the  existing 
track  crossing  Clinton  Street,  and  leading  to 
Pier  No.  5  of  the  grantee,  which  track  intersects 
the  west  building  line  of  Clinton  Street  at  a 
point  approximately  130  feet  north  of  the  north 
building  line  of  Eighth  Avenue. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days 
after  written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engi- 
neeer  of  the  amount  or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of 
any  or  all  of  the  following  work,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  becomes  necessary  from  time  to  time  by 
reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the 
construction,  maintenance,  operation,  presence, 
use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  and 
removal  of  said  tracks : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  re- 
placing, protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing 
in  concrete  of  any  or  all  sub-surface  structures 
belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  the  streets  and  alleys  occu- 
pied by  said  tracks ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  re- 
pairing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or 
all  paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other 
surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and 
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City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets 
ami  alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
oilier  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said 
streets,  alleys  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above-mentioned  work  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
lights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  aban- 
don the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon 
the  termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted  and 
election  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  not  to  take  the 
said  plant  and  properly,  then  in  any  of  such 
events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine 
as  to  the  tracks  and  franchises  so  affected, 
without  any  compensation  to  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  and  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  promptly  remove 
the  tracks  and  appurtenances  so  affected,  at  its 
entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified  by  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  to  do  so,  and  any  such  re- 
moval of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be  done 
in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
option  of  the  City  acting  through  said  High- 
ways Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  removals

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and  shall  indemnify 
and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all  suit  or  suits, 
loss,  claim,  damage  or  expense  to  which  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  result- 
ing from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  opera- 
tion, maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location, 
relocation  and  removal  of  said  railroad  tracks, 
and  especially  from  any  failure  or  default  on 
the  part  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  to  perform  in  a  proper  and  careful 
manner  any  of  the  acts,  duties  and  obligations 
upon  it  or  them  by  this  ordinance  imposed. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
not  stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized. 
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Section  12.  And  be  if  furl  her  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

An  ordinance   relating   to   coasting   on   the   public   streets, 
lanes,  alleys  and  highways. 

Whereas,  numerous  accidents  have  occurred 
on  account  of  coasting  on  the  public  highways 
of  the  City,  when  covered  with  snow  and  ice; 
and 

Whereas,  such  coasting  creates  an  unusual 
traffic  hazard,  not  only  to  those  coasting  but 
also  to  traffic  in  general;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  ("on iieil  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  or  persons  to  coast  on 
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the  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  highways 

of  the  City,  except  on  those  streets,  lanes,  alleys 
and  highways  which  may  be  designated  by  the 
Highways  Engineer  for  that  purpose.  It  shall 
he  the  duty  of  the  Highways  Engineer  to  see 
that  any  public  street,  lane,  alley  or  highway 
so  designated  is  properly  roped  off  and  lighted 
for  such  period  of  time  and  at  such  hours  as 
he  may  deem  proper.  The  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer shall  not  designate  any  such  street,  lane, 
alley  or  highway  for  such  purpose  unless  he 
has  on  hand  the  necessary  equipment  for  rop- 
ing off,  lighting  and  maintaining  same  or  funds 
with  which  to  purchase  such  equipment,  or 
unless  funds  are  made  available  for  said  pur- 
pose by  those  making  application  for  such 
designation. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
any  person  coasting  on  any  public  street,  lane, 
alley  or  highway  in  the  City,  which  has  not  been 
so  designated  for  such  purpose  and  roped  off 
by  the  Highways  Engineer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  for  a  viola- 
tion  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  and 
every  offense;  provided,  that  if  the  offender 
shall  be  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  he  shall  be 
summoned  to  appear  in  the  Juvenile  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  which  court  shall  have  juris- 
diction to  enforce  this  ordinance  as  to  such 
minor  offender. 

Section  3.  And  he  if  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

of  N.  J.  to  construct  a  filling  station  and  to  install,  main- 
tain and  operate  six  (6)  20-barrel  gasoline  tanks  and 
four  (4)  pumps,  with  all  the  necessary  buildings,  appli- 
ances and  equipment,  on  the  premises  known  as  the 
northeast  corner  of  Callow  and  North  Avenues. 

Whereas,  Paragraph  15,  Section  41,  Article  3 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code,  1927  Edition,  pro- 
hibits the  sale  of  gasoline  within  300  feet  of  a 
motion  picture  theatre ;  and 

Whereas,  Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved 
March  30,  1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
requires  an  ordinance  for  the  installation  of 
tanks  and  pumps  in  a  First  Commercial  Use

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Standard 
Oil  Co.  of  N.  J.  to  construct  a  filling  station 
and  to  install,  maintain  and  operate  six  (6)  20- 
barrcl  gasoline  tanks  and  four  (4)  pumps,  with 
all  the  necessary  buildings,  appliances  and 
equipment,  on  the  premises  known  as  the  north- 
east corner  of  Callow  and  North  Avenues.  The 
building  or  buildings  shall  first  be  approved 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  as  to 
type,  construction  and  character  and  shall  be 
erected  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Building  Laws  of  said  City; 
the  tanks  shall  be  installed  underground  in  the

Whereas,  Paragraph  15,  Section  41,  Article 
3  of  .the  Baltimore  City  Code,  1927  Edition, 
prohibits  the  sale  of  gasoline  within  300  feet  of 
a  school ;  and 

Whereas,  Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved 
March  30, 1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
requires  an  ordinance  for  the  installation  of 
tanks  and  pumps  in  a  Second  Commercial  Use 
District,  therefore 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Leo  J. 
Skalinski  to  construct  a  filling  station  and  to 
install,  maintain  and  operate  two  (2)  1,000- 
gallon  gasoline  tanks  and  pumps,  with  all  the 
necessary  buildings,  appliances  and  equipment, 
on  the  premises  known  as  1806  Fleet  Street. 
The  building  or  buildings  shall  first  be  approved 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  as  to 
type,  construction  and  character  and  shall  be 
erected  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Building  Laws  of  said  City;

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Sections  1  to  30,  81,  82  and  85  of 
Article  46  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1927  and  to 
enact  in  lieu  thereof  Sections  1  to  30-B  of  said  code;  to 
create  a  Bureau  of  Assessment  with  certain  of  the 
duties,  power  and  authority  heretofore  conferred  upon 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court,  and  to  confer  upon  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  appellate  jurisdiction  from  and  over  the  said 
Bureau  of  Assessment,  to  the  same  extent  that  the 
State  Tax  Commission  now  has  appellate  jurisdiction 
over  the  Appeal  Tax  Court,  as  authorized  hy  Chapter 
264  of  the  Acts  of  the  Generarl  Assembly  of  Maryland 
of  1933;  and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  the  head 
of  such  Bureau  of  Assessment,  the  transfer  to  said  bu- 
reau of  any  assessor,  stenographer,  clerk  or  other  em- 
ployee of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  and  the  appointment  of 
any  additional  assessors,  stenographers,  clerks  or  em- 
ployees made  necessary  by  such  reorganization. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  1  to 
30,  81,  82  and  85  of  Article  46  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  of  1927  be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
pealed and  that  Sections  1  to  30B  of  said  Code 
be  and  they  are  hereby  ordained  in  lien  thereof, 
to  read  as  follows : 

1.  A  Bureau  to  be  known  as  the  Bureau 
of  Assessment  is  hereby  created,  which  shall  be 
vested  with  and  possessed  of  the  powers  and 
duties  in  this  ordinance  specified.  The  head  of 
said  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  be  known  as 
the  Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment. 

2.  The  Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Assess- 
ment shall  have  general  educational  equip- 
ment, at  least  equal  to  that  of  graduates  of  high 
schools.  He  shall  be  a  person  of  broad  experi- 
ence and  shall  be  capable  of  administering  the 
affairs  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment. 

3.  Any  person  now  holding  a  position  with 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  be  eligible  for  ap- 
pointment  by  the   Mayor   as    Manager   of   t lie 
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Bureau  of  Assessment,  provided  that  after  any 
such  appointment  is  once  made  the  position 
shall  become  subject  to  all  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  Classified  City  Serv- 
ice, and  every  successor  of  the  first  appointee 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  eligible 
lists  established  by  the  City  Service  Commis- 
sion. In  organizing  the  Bureau  of  Assessment, 
any  assessor,  stenographer,  clerk  or  other  em- 
ployee of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Bureau  of  Assessment.  Any 
additional  assessors,  stenographers,  clerks  or 
other  employees  necessitated  by  the  creation  of 
the  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Manager  from  eligible  lists  established  by 
the  City  Service  Commission.  The  said  Manager 
and  said  assessors,  stenographers,  clerks  and 
other  employees  shall  receive  such  salaries  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  annual  Ordinance  of 
Estimates,  within  the  limits  fixed  by  any  ordi- 
nance fixing  minimum  and  maximum  salaries 
for  any  of  the  positions  in  question  which  now 
or  hereafter  may  be  passed  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore.  The  salary  of  the 
Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  and  that 
of  any  additional  assessor,  stenographer,  clerk 
or  other  employee  not  included  in  the  budget  of 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  for  the  year  1934  may 
be  paid  during  that  year  or  any  part  therof 
out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates.  After  the  organization  of  the 
Bureau  of  Assessment,  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided, all  positions  then  existing  or  which  may 
thereafter  be  created  in  the  said  Bureau  of 
Assessment,  including  that  of  the  Manager  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  and  become  subject  to  all 
the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
Classified  City  Service.    Should  a  vacancy  occur 
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by  reason  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal  or 
transfer  of  any  assessor,  stenographer,  clerk 
or  other  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment, 
it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Manager  from  eligible 
lists  established  by  the  City  Service  Commis- 
sion. 

4.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  have 
power  at  any  time  to  value  and  assess  all  per- 
sonal property  and  to  revise  such  valuations 
and  assessments,  and  to  value  and  assess  and 
to  revise  all  valuations  and  assessments  of  real 
property  in  said  City,  and  to  lower  or  increase 
said  assessment  of  real  or  personal  property, 
and  to  take  steps  for  the  discovery  and  assess- 
ment of  all  unassessed  property  of  every  kind. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Bureau,  at  least  once 
in  every  five  years,  carefully  to  make  such 
general  revision  of  all  of  the  assessable  prop- 
erty in  said  City.  The  Bureau,  in  order  to 
make  any  valuation,  assessment,  revaluation  or 
reassessment  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  sum- 
mons for  witnesses  to  appear  before  it,  the  same 
to  be  served  by  the  Sheriff  or  his  Deputy  of 
the  jurisdiction  where  the  person  to  be  sum- 
moned is  found,  or  may  be  served  by  any  em- 
ployee of  said  Bureau.  If  a  person  summoned 
to  attend  before  the  Bureau  fails  to  obey  the 
command,  without  reasonable  cause,  or  if  a 
person  in  attendance  before  the  Bureau  shall, 
without  reasonable  cause,  refuse  to  be  sworn  or 
examined  or  answer  a  question,  or  produce  a 
book  or  paper  when  ordered  to  do  so  pursuant 
to  summons,  the  Bureau  may  apply  to  any 
judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City, 
upon  proof  by  affidavit  of  the  fact,  for  a  rule  or 
order  returnable  within  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  five  days,  directing  such  person  to 
show   cause   before   the   judge   who   made   the 
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order,  or  any  other  judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench 
of  Baltimore  City,  why  he  should  not  be  ad- 
judged guilty  as  of  a  contempt  and  punished 
as  contempts  are  punishable  by  courts  of  rec- 
ord. Upon  the  return  of  such  an  order,  the 
judge,  before  whom  the  matter  shall  come  on 
for  hearing,  shall  examine  under  oath  such  per- 
son, with  full  opportunity  to  such  person  to  be 
heard  in  his  own  defense.  If  said  judge  shall 
determine  that  such  person  has  no  reasonable 
cause  or  legal  excuse  to  refuse  to  be  examined 
or  to  answer  a  legal  and  pertinent  question,  or 
to  produce  a  book  or  paper  which  he  was  sum- 
moned to  produce,  the  said  judge  shall  order 
such  person  to  comply  therewith  and  upon  his 
failure  so  to  do,  he  shall  be  adjudged  in  con- 
tempt of  court  and  punished  as  contempts  are 
punishable,  with  the  right  of  appeal  as  provided 
in  contempt  cases. 

5.  The  Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Assess- 
ment shall  have  power  and  authority  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  so  far  as  the  exercise  of  such  power 
is  properly  incidental  to  the  performance  of  his 
duties  or  those  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment, 
and  he  may  from  time  to  time  designate  one  or 
more  of  the  other  employees  of  the  Bureau  to 
administer  oaths  pursuant  to  the  performance 
of  duties  assigned  to  such  employees  by  him. 

6.  Any  person  or  persons,  or  corporation, 
assessed  for  real  or  personal  property  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  claiming  to  be  aggrieved 
because  of  any  assessment,  or  classification 
made  by  the  said  Bureau  of  Assessment,  or 
because  of  its  failure  to  reduce  or  abate,  modify, 
change  or  filter  any  existing  assessment  or 
classification  may,  by  petition,  appeal  to  the 
Appeal  Tax  Court  to  review  the  assessment  or 
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classification.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  may  also  appeal  from  any  decision 
of  said  Bureau  of  Assessment  to  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  if  it  deem  the  public  interests  re- 
quire that  the  decision  of  said  Bureau  of  As- 
sessment should  be  reviewed.  The  petition  in 
such  appeal,  other  than  the  petition  of  the  City, 
shall  set  forth  that  the  assessment  or  classifica- 
tion is  illegal,  specifying  the  grounds  of  the 
alleged  illegality,  or  is  erroneous  by  reason  of 
over-valuation,  or  other  error;  or  that  the  as- 
sessment is  unequal  in  that  the  said  assessment 
has  been  made  by  a  higher  proportion  of  valu- 
ation than  other  real  or  personal  property  on 
the  same  tax  roll,  by  the  same  officer;  and  that 
the  petitioner  is,  or  will  be  injured  by  such 
alleged  illegality,  inequality  or  erroneous  as- 
sessment or  classification.  The  petition  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  set 
forth  wherein  the  decision  of  said  Bureau  of 
Assessment  is  erroneous  and  such  other  facts 
as  may  be  necessary  to  inform  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court  of  the  claim  of  the  City.  A  summons 
shall  issue  for  the  respondent  or  respondents 
named  in  the  petition  of  the  City  returnable  on 
such  a  day  as  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  may  ap- 
point for  a  hearing  of  the  matter  averred  in 
such  petition.  All  such  appeals  shall  be  taken 
within  thirty  days  after  an  assessment,  or  class- 
ification, has  been  made  as  aforesaid,  or  within 
thirty  days  after  the  refusal  to  reduce  or  abate, 
modify,  alter  or  change  an  existing  assessment, 
or  classification,  or  within  thirty  days  after  the 
action  of  said  Bureau  of  Assessment  complained 
of  by  the  City.  On  such  appeals  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  shall  appoint  a  day  for  hearing  said 
appeals,  and  shall  direct  its  clerk  to  issue  a 
subpoena  duces  tecum  to  the  Manager  of  the

Bureau  of  Assessment,  requiring  him  to  pro- 
duce and  deliver  to  said  Appeal  Tax  Court  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  Bureau  of 
Assessment,  and  all  maps,  plats,  documents  and 
other  papery  connected  with  the  said  record ;  the 
said  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  have  full  power  to 
hear  and  fully  examine  the  subject  and  decide  on 
said  appeals,  and  for  that  purpose  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  may  cause  all  or  any  of  such 
appeals  to  be  consolidated,  or  may  hear  and  de- 
cide them  separately,  and  may  require  the  said 
Manager  of  the  Bureau,  of  Assessment,  his 
clerks,  surveyors  or  other  agents  and  servants, 
or  any  of  them,  and  all  such  other  ^persons  as 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  may  deem  necessary  to 
attend,  and  examine  them  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion ;  and  may  permit  and  require  all  such  ex- 
planation, amendments  and  additions  to  be 
made  to  and  of  the  proceedings  as  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  shall  deem  requisite.  The  Appeal 
Tax  Court  shall  hear  all  appeals  de  vovo,  and 
shall  ascertain  and  decide  on  the  proper  assess- 
ment, or  classification,  of  the  property  for  the 
year  involved  in  the  appeal;  and  neither  the 
action,  nor  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  of  the 
Bureau  of  Assessment  in  the  premises  shall  be 
held  to  be,  or  declared  void  for  any  reason  what- 
soever ;  provided  due  notice  of  the  proceedings 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  parties  entitled  by 
said  Bureau  of  Assessment;  and  the  said  Ap- 
peal Tax  Court  shall  assess  anew,  or  classify 
anew,  as  the  case  may  be  the  property  forming 
the  subject  of  the  appeal;  provided,  however, 
that  in  the  absence  of  any  affirmative  evidence 
to  the  contrary,  the  assessment  or  classification 
appealed  from  shall  be  affirmed.  The  said  Ap- 
peal Tax  Court  shall  cause  the  proceedings  and 
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decisions  on  said  appeals  to  be  entered  in  the 
book  containing  the  record  of  proceedings  of 
the  said  Appeal  Tax  Court  duly  certified  by  the 
Appeal  Tax  Court,  and  the  book  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Bureau  of  Assessment,  which  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  in  every  respect,  unless 
an  appeal  be  taken  to  the  State  Tax  Commission. 
Such  record  book  or  copy  of  the  proceedings 
therein,  or  any  part  of  such  proceedings, 
whether  in  or  out  of  court  certified  by  the  Man- 
ager of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment,  under  seal 
of  said  City,  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in 
this  State,  and  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  have 
full  power,  in  its  discretion,  to  require  the  cost 
of  any  appeal  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  paid 
by  all  or  any  of  the  appellants  or  by  the  City, 
as  the  circumstances  of  each  appeal,  in  its  opin- 
ion, shall  justify.  In  no  case  shall  any  such 
appeal  stay  or  suspend  the  power  or  duty  of  the 
City  to  levy  or  collect  taxes  upon  the  property 
involved  in  said  appeal,  but  such  levy  and  col- 
lection shall  proceed  in  all  respects  as  if  no 
appeal  had  been  taken.  If  a  final  judgment 
shall  not  be  given  in  time  to  enable  the  asses- 
sors, Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment, 
or  other  officers  to  make  a  new  or  correct  state- 
ment of  the  assessment,  or  classification,  for  the 
use  of  the  proper  authorities  in  levying  taxes, 
and  if  it  shall  appear  from  such  judgment  that 
said  assessment  was  unequal  or  said  assessment 
or  classification  was  illegal  or  erroneous,  then 
there  shall  be  audited,  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
petitioner  by  the  Comptroller,  the  amount,  with 
interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  the  payment, 
in  excess  of  what  the  tax  should  have  been,  as 
determined  by  said  judgment,  or  order  of  the 
Appeal  Tax  Court,  and  if  on  appeal  by  the 
City,  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  should  decide  that 
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the  valuation  and  assessment  was  lower  than  it 
should  have  been,  or  that  the  classification  was 
erroneous  and  at  a  lower  rate  than  it  should 
have  been,  or  that  the  property  should  be  as- 
sessed or  classified,  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall 
ascertain  and  fix  the  valuation  and  assessment, 
or  classification,  of  said  property,  then  the 
Comptroller  shall  audit  and  charge  the  respond- 
ent or  respondents  with  the  difference  in  said 
valuation,  assessment  or  classification,  as  fixed 
by  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  and  that  fixed  by  the 
Bureau  of  Assessment,  which  amount  of  differ- 
ence shall  be  a  lien  on  the  property  involved 
in  the  proceedings.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  to 
the  State  Tax  Commission  by  either  the  peti- 
tioner, or  the  petitioners,  or  the  City,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  rendition  of  said  judgment 
or  order  by  the  Appeal  Tax  Court,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  183  of  Arti- 
cle 81  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1929 
Supplement). 

7.  (A)  Before  (1)  any  existing  assessment 
against  any  person  for  the  last  preceding  year 
shall  be  increased,  or  (2)  any  classification  of 
any  property  changed,  or  (3)  any  assessment 
against  any  person  transferred  to  another  per- 
son, or  (4)  any  new  assessment  made  against 
any  person  by  the  Bureau  of  Assessment,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Bureau  to  notify 
the  person  against  whom  it  is  proposed  to  make, 
increase  or  change  such  assessment  or  classifi- 
cation by  a  written  or  printed  notice,  appoint- 
ing a  day  for  such  person  to  make  answer  there- 
to or  present  such  proof  as  he  may  desire  in 
the  premises. 

(B)  Such  notice  shall  be  served  on  such  per- 
son at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  hearing 
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appointed  therein,  in  the  following  manner, 
that  is  to  say,  either  (1)  by  personal  service  in 
the  maimer  in  which  original  process  in  an 
action  at  law  is  required  to  be  served  by  the 
sheriff,  or  (2)  by  leaving  a  copy  of  such  sum- 
mons at  such  person's  last  place  of  abode,  or 
(3)  by  placing  a  copy  of  the  notice  in  the  United 
States  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  such 
person  at  his  ordinary  post  office  address  for 
the  receipt  of  mail,  in  a  sealed  envelope  with 
the  return  address  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment 
on  the  outside,  provided  that  if  such  person 
resides  or  does  business  in  Baltimore  City,  it 
shall  be  sufficient  if  said  envelope  be  addressed 
to  the  residence  or  place  of  business  of  such 
person  as  it  appears  in  the  then  latest  edition 
of  the  Baltimore  City  directory  or  telephone 
directory,  and  provided  also  that  a  record  of 
the  date  of  mailing  and  maimer  of  addressing 
of  said  envelope  shall  be  contemporaneously 
made  and  carefully  preserved  among  the  rec- 
ords of  the  assessing  authority,  or  (4)  if  the 
property  to  be  assessed  or  classified  be  real 
estate  situated  in  Baltimore  City  having  a  street 
number,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  is  unknown 
or  does  not  appear  in  such  directory,  then  by 
addressing  and  mailing  an  envelope  containing 
a  copy  of  such  notice  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  -id (-division  (3)  of  this  paragraph  to  such 
street  number,  a  record  being  similarly  kept  of 
the  date  and  manner  of  such  posting,  or  (5)  if 
the  property  to  be  assessed  or  classified  be  real 
estate  or  tangible  personal  property  and  the 
owner  thereof  is  unknown  or  a  non-resident  or 
cannot  be  found  or  served  in  any  manner  here- 
inabove authorized,  then  by  serving  such  notice 
upon  the  person,  if  any,  in  actual  custody  and 
possession   thereof   or   if  no   person   be   found 
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in  actual  possession  or  custody  thereof,  then  by 
posting  the  same  conspicuously  upon  such  real 
estate  or  tangible  personal  property;  provided 
that  if  the  mail  address  of  such  person  be 
known,  even  though  he  be  a  non-resident,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  taxing  authority 
(though  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  valid- 
ity of  the  assessment),  to  mail  a  copy  of  the 
notice  to  such  address.  Any  notice  required  by 
this  section  or  by  any  other  law  to  be  given 
by  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  be  deemed 
prima  facie  to  be  served  if  the  same  is  deposited 
in  the  United  States  Mail  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided and  under  the  condition  of  sub-divisions 
(3)  or  (4)  of  this  paragraph  and  the  same  is 
not  returned  undelivered. 

(C)  Such  notice  may  be  accompanied  by  such 
interrogatories  pertinent  to  the  assessment 
and/or  classification  of  such  property  or  any 
other  property  belonging  to  the  person  to  whom 
the  notice  may  be  addressed  as  the  Bureau  of 
Assessment  may  authorize. 

(D)  Any  person  notified  as  aforesaid  may 
make  answer  to  such  interrogatories,  if  any, 
under  oath,  either  orally  or  in  writing,  and  ap- 
pear before  the  body  from  which  such  notice 
emanates  either  personally  or  by  attorney  or 
agent  on  the  day  so  fixed,  or  on  any  later  date 
to  which  the  hearing  may  be  adjourned,  and 
present  such  proof  and  arguments  as  he  may 
desire  in  the  premises;  and  in  the  event  of  his 
failure  to  appear  as  aforesaid  the  Bureau  of 
Assessment  may  make  or  increase  the  assess- 
ment or  change  the  classification  ex-parte  ac- 
cording to  its  best  judgment  and  information. 

(E)  The  provisions  of  this  section  requiring 
notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  complied  with  if 
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notice  be  given  to  the  person  charged  with  pay- 
ment of  the  tax,  even  though  he  may  be  liable 
for  account  of  shareholders  or  other  persons. 

8.  The  assessors  so  appointed  shall  annually 
inform  themselves  by  all  lawful  means  of  all 
property,  tangible  or  intangible,  liable  to  as- 
sessment and  taxation  in  the  distrid  for  which 
said  assessors  are  appointed  and  act,  and  not 
already  assessed,  or  insufficiently  or  incorrectly 
assessed,  and  shall  value  the  same  and  make 
return  thereof  to  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  for 
the  purpose  of  assessment  by  the  Bureau  of 
Assessment  to  the  owner  or  person  chargeable 
with  the  taxes  thereon  according  to  law. 

9.  In  all  cases  where  discoveries  of  assess- 
able property  are  made  by  the  assessors,  Man- 
ager of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  or  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court,  in  any  way,  the  said  Bureau  of 
Assessment  shall  assess  the  same  and  add  the 
same  to  the  amount  on  which  taxes  are  to  be  or 
have  been  levied. 

10.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  annual- 
ly, effective  for  the  succeeding  levy,  alter  and 
correct  the  account  of  any  person  who  may  have 
disposed  of  or  acquired  any  property  since  the 
last  assessment  or  whose  property  or  any  part 
thereof  may  have  been  omitted  if  the  report  of 
such  disposition,  acquisition  or  omission  be  sup- 
plied by  satisfactory  evidence ;  and  if  real  estate 
or  other  property  shall  from  any  cause  have 
increased  or  diminished  in  value  since  the  last 
assessment,  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall 
have  power  to  correct  and  alter  the  assessment 
of  the  same,  so  as  to  conform  to  its  present 
value;  provided  that  any  party  desiring  to  ap- 
ply to  the  Bureau  of  Assesment  for  revaluation 
of  any  real  or  personal  property,  shall  make 
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such  application  before  the  first  day  of  July,  in 
order  to  be  acted  on  so  as  to  take  effect  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall 
not  receive  or  act  upon  any  such  application 
made  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  any  year 
so  as  to  affect  the  assessment  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

11.  Whenever  any  person,  shall  make  appli- 
cation for  an  allowance  or  deduction  on  account 
of  the  sale,  transfer,  alienation,  loss  or  removal 
of  any  property,  or  the  collection  or  payment 
of  any  public  or  private  security  for  money,  the 
Bureau  of  Assessment  may  interrogate  him  on 
oath  in  reference  thereto  and  the  disposal  of  the 
same,  and  especially  inquire  of  him  to  whom  the 
same  has  been  sold  or  transferred  and  the 
amount  of  the  purchase  money  or  the  money 
collected  and  how  the  same  has  been  invested, 
and  in  case  of  removal  of  property  or  change 
of  residence,  the  location  of  the  place  to  which 
the  same  is  removed  or  to  which  the  residence  is 
changed;  and  if  from  the  information  so 
gathered,  or  from  any  other  source ;  the  Bureau 
of  Assessment  shall  learn  of  property  which 
ought  to  be  assessed  in  some  other  county 
and/or  City  in  this  State  it  shall  communicate 
with  the  proper  authorities  of  such  county 
and/or  City.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  may 
also  interrogate  said  person  on  oath  in  refer- 
ence to  any  acquisitions  or  investments  made 
by  him  and  not  already  assessed  and  the  amount 
of  all  such  acquisitions  and  investments  shall 
be  added  to  his  assessable  property. 

12.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  have  the 
power  to  summon  before  it  any  person,  or 
representatives  of  corporations,  whom  it  may 
know  or  be  credibly  informed  to  have  acquired 
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new  property  subject  to  taxation  or  whose  ac- 
count of  taxable  property  may  in  its  judgmenl 
require  revision,  and  examine  such  person  on 
oath  touching  the  same,  and  in  connection  there- 
with shall  have  power  to  summon  before  it  wit- 
nesses and  interrogate  them  under  oath  in  refer- 
ence to  the  matter  then  pending;  and  any  per- 
son summoned  and  refusing  to  appear,  or  ap- 
pearing and  refusing  to  answer  any  question 
relevant  to  the  pending  matter,  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded against  by  the  Bureau  of  Assessment 
in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  4  of  this 
Article. 

L3.  Every  person  who  shall  remove  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore  from  the  County  or  City  in 
which  his  property  has  been  assessed,  or  from 
any  other  place  without  the  State,  and  whose 
personal  property  has  not  been  assessed  for  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  or  any  other  person  whose 
property  or  some  part  thereof  has  not  been 
assessed  or  is  suspected  not  to  have  been  as- 
sessed, shall,  when  required  by  the  Bureau  of 
Assessment,  give  to  such  Bureau,  or  its  asses- 
sors, a  full  and  particular  account  of  his  per- 
sonal property,  tangible  or  intangible,  assess- 
able hereunder  in  said  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
of  all  the  personal  property  in  his  possession  or 
under  his  care  and  management,  liable  to  be 
assessed,  and  which  before  that  time  shall  not 
have  been  assessed  in  said  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  belongs. 
Nothing  in  this  or  the  preceding  section  shall 
be  taken  to  diminish  the  power  granted  the 
Bureau  of  Assessment  by  Section  4  of  this  Arti- 
cle. 

14.  If  any  person  shall,  when  required  by 
the    Bureau    of    Assessment,    after    ten    days' 
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notice,  neglect  to  render  the  account  required 
in  the  last  preceding  section,  said  Bureau  of 
Assessment  shall,  on  its  own  knowledge,  and 
on  the  best  information  it  can  obtain,  value 
and  assess  the  personal  property  of  such  per- 
son to  the  utmost  sum  it  believes  the  same  to 
be  worth  in  cash  and  notify  such  person  of  the 
assessment  and  valuation  thereof,  with  oppor- 
tunity for  hearing  thereon. 

15.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  cause 
its  clerk  to  enter  and  record  in  a  book  or  books 
to  be  provided  for  the  purpose  an  accurate  and 
fair  account  of  all  property  of  every  sort  as- 
sessed within  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the 
valuation  thereof  and  an  alphabetical  list  of  the 
owners  thereof  properly  arranged  according 
to  the  several  wards  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
which  any  person  may  inspect  without  fee  or 
reward.  In  the  record  of  the  assessments  of 
stocks,  bonds  or  other  investments,  the  nature 
thereof  shall  be  briefly  stated  and  the  taxable 
value  of  each;  but  the  details  thereof,  or  of 
the  assessment  of  tangible  personal  property 
shall  not  be  open  to  inspection  except  by  the 
taxpayer  or  by  officers  of  the  State  or  the  City 
of  Baltimore. 

16.  The  valuation  of  the  property  subject  to 
taxation  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  it  shall 
appear  upon  the  assessment  books  of  said 
Bureau  of  Assessment  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, in  each  and  every  year,  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive,  and  constitute  the  basis  upon  which 
taxes  for  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year  shall  be 
assessed  and  levied;  provided  that  the  fore- 
going provision  shall  not  apply  to  property  in 
the  City  liable  to  taxation,  and  which  may 
have  escaped  or  which  may  have  been  omitted 
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in  the  regular  course  of  valuation,  but  such 
property  shall  be  valued  and  assessed  and  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  charged  with  current 
taxes  and  back  taxes,  no!  exceeding  four  years, 

justly  due  thereon,  whenever  the  same  may  be 
discovered  and  placed  upon  the  assessment 
books;  and  the  annual  levy  for  each  and  every 

year  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  have  covered 
and  embraced  all  property  which  was  not  as- 
sessed, but  which  ought  to  have  been  assessed, 
for  the  year  for  which  any  such  levy  was  made. 
The  said  Bureau  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, or  a-  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  in 
each  year,  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  City 
Collector  a  statement  showing  the  valuation 
and  assessment  of  all  the  property  subject  to 
taxation  in  said  City,  as  it  shall  appear  upon 
the  assesment  hooks  of  the  Bureau  of  Assess- 
ment on  said  first  day  of  October  (being  the 
statement  referred  to  in  Section  42  of  the  Char- 
ter) ;  such  statement  shall  contain  a  full  list 
of  all  the  real  estate  as  the  same  has  been 
valued  and  assessed  by  blocks,  coresponding 
so  far  as  may  be  practicable  with  the  block 
numbers  used  in  the  Kecord  Office  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  Baltimore  City,  with  the  loca- 
tion and  description  of  such  piece  or  parcel  of 
ground  so  assessed  and  valued,  and  also  shall 
contain  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  persons  to 
whom  personal  property  has  been  assessed,  with 
the  amounts  of  such  assessments,  and  of  the 
several  classes  thereof  bearing  different  rates 
of  taxation.  The  said  statement  shall  be  known 
as  the  taxable  basis  for  the  next  ensuing  fiscal 
year,  and  after  the  levy  of  taxes  it  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  the  tax  roll  for  said  year.  Further, 
the  said  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  submit  to 
the  Board  of  Estimates  on  the  first  dav  of  Octo- 
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ber,   or  as   soon   thereafter   as   practicable,   a 

statement  of  the  total  valuation  of  the  respec- 
tive classes  of  property  as  shown  on  the  annual 
roll  submitted  by  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  of 
Baltimore  to  the  City  Collector.  The  said 
Bureau  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinances. 

17.  At  the  time  of  furnishing  the  statement 
required  in  Section  16  of  this  Article,  the 
Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  prepare  and  certify 
to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  and  to  the  State 
Tax  Commission  a  statement  of  the  total  basis 
of  assessment  subject  to  taxation  which  shall  be 
separated  so  as  to  show  by  totals  the  assessed 
value  of  land,  the  assessed  value  of  improve- 
ments on  the  land,  and  tangible  and  intangible 
personal  property,  in  such  form  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Comptroller  and  the  State  Tax 
Commission. 

18.  The  rights  and  powers  granted  and  the 
duties,  functions  and  obligations  imposed  upon 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  under  Sections  4,  280-A 
and  841-GG  of  the  Charter  and  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Baltimore  City  (1927  Edition),  and 
Sections  80,  83  and  84  of  Article  46  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1927  Edition)  are  hereby 
transferred  to  and  imposed  upon  the  Bureau  of 
Assessment.  Successive  appeals  shall  lie  from 
the  action  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  to  the 
Appeal  Tax  Court  as  provided  in  Section  6  of 
this  Article,  and  from  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  to 
the  State  Tax  Commission,  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 183  of  Article  81  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1929  Supplement). 

19.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  shall  exercise 
all  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  functions  and 
obligations  granted  to  or  imposed  upon  the  Ap- 
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peal  Tax  Court  under  Sub-Section  28-C  of  Sec 
lion  6  oi'  the  Charter  and  Public  Local  Laws  of 
Baltimore  City  (1927  Edition)  and  under  Sec 
tion  li)  of  Article  3  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 

(1927  Edition). 

20.  Bach  of  the  members  of  the  Appeal  Tax 

Court  and  the  Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  As- 
sessment shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  in  such  penalty  and  with 
such  security  as  the  Mayor  may  approve.  All 
Assessors  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  in  such  penalty  and  with 
such  security  as  the  Manager  of  the  Bureau  of 
Assessment  may  approve.  In  addition  to  the 
bonds  required  of  Assessors,  the  members  of 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  and  the  Manager  of  the 
Bureau  of  Assessment  may,  in  their  discretion, 
require  any  other  employee  of  their  respective 
departments  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  in  such  penalty  and  with 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  appropriate. 
The  Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Assessment 
shall  take  the  oath  required  by  Section  25  of 
the  Charter  and  Public  Local  Laws  of  Balti- 
more City  (1927  Edition)  and  all  employees  of 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  and  the  Bureau  of  As- 
sessment shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  law. 

21.  The  Bureau  of  Assessment  is  authorized 
to  abate  assessments  on  the  books  whenever 
the  Collector  shall  on  his  affidavit  declare  that 
in  his  judgment  and  opinion  the  taxes  so  re- 
ported cannot  be  collected,  or  upon  other  satis- 
factory evidence,  the  Bureau  of  Assessment 
shall  direct  the  Collector  to  close  up  said  ac- 
counts on  his  books.  And  the  said  Collector 
may  present  to  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  any 
account   on  his  books,  the  collection  of  which, 
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in  his  opinion,  is  doomed  doubtful,  and  upon 
the  declaration  of  the  Collector  that  diligent 
inquiry  has  been  made  in  reference  to  such 
account,  then  the  amount  shall  he  charged  to 
suspended  accounts  for  the  year  in  which  the 
taxes  were  due ;  and  the  Bureau  of  Assessment 
may  give  such  directions  as  may  be  deemed 
best  calculated  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  or 
all  such  accounts,  and  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  collected  shall  be  credited  on  the  suspended 
accounts. 

22.  The  Appeal  Tax  Court  is  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  court  of  appellate  jurisdiction  from 
and  over  the  Bureau  of  Assessment.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  this 
Article,  the  said  court  shall  perform  any  other 
duties  imposed  upon  it  by  any  existing  ordi- 
nance or  law  unless  such  duties  are  specifically 
imposed  upon  the  Bureau  of  Assessment  under 
this  or  any  future  ordinance  or  law.  The  said 
court  shall  also  perform  any  other  duties  im- 
posed upon  it  by  any  future  ordinance  or  law. 

23.  The  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  have  a 
clerk,  to  be  appointed  by  it,  who  shall  keep  a 
full  and  true  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the 
court,  of  all  books,  maps,  documents  and  papers 
filed  with  the  said  court,  and  of  all  orders  made 
by  said  court,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  to 
said  court  for  the  suitable  presentation  and 
custody  of  all  such  documents.  Under  the  di- 
rection of  the  court,  the  clerk  shall  have  gen- 
eral charge  of  its  office,  superintend  the  clerical 
business  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
court  may  prescribe.  He  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  administer  oaths,  so  far  as  the 
exercise  of  such  power  is  properly  incidental 
to  the  performance  of  his  duties  or  those  of  the 
court,  and  said  court  may  from  time  to  time, 
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in  a  recorded  minute  of  its  proceedings,  desig- 
nate one  or  more  of  its  other  employees  to  ad- 
minister oaths  pursuant  to  the  performance  of 
duties  assigned  to  such  employees  by  the  court. 
The  court  shall  designate  from  time  to  time 
one  of  its  employees  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  clerk  during  his  absence,  and  during  such 
time  the  employee  so  designated  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  the  clerk  for  the  court.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  clerk,  the  court  may  appoint  such 
number  of  other  employees  as  the  Board  of 
Estimates  may  approve.  The  said  clerk  and 
such  other  employees  shall  receive  such  salaries 
as  may  be  provided  by  the  annual  Ordinance 
of  Estimates,  within  the  limits  fixed  by  any 
ordinance  fixing  minimum  and  maximum  sal- 
aries for  any  of  the  positions  in  question  which 
now  or  hereafter  may  be  passed  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  Any  additional 
employees  necessitated  by  the  reorganization 
of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  may  be  paid  during 
the  year  11)34  or  any  part  thereof  out  of  the 
Contingent  Fund  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 
Such  additional  employees  and  any  others 
thereafter  employed,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Estimates,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
court  from  eligible  lists  established  by  the  City 
Service  Commission. 

'2±.  The  court  shall  adopt  a  seal,  and  its 
office  shall  be  located  at  such  place  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  The 
Judges  of  said  Court  shall  meet  at  the  office 
thereof  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  on  each  secular  day 
of  the  week  (other  than  legal  holidays)  and 
shall  remain  at  said  office  as  long  as  may  be 
necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  said 
Court. 
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25.  A  majority  of  the  Court  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business 
and  for  the  performance  of  any  duty  or  for  the 
exercise  of  any  power  of  the  Court.  Any  in- 
vestigation, inquiry  or  hearing  which  the  Court 
has  power  to  undertake  or  hold,  may  be  under- 
taken or  held  by  or  before  any  one  of  the 
Judges  of  said  Court,  upon  condition,  however, 
that  said  Judge  shall  have  been  first  author- 
ized by  the  Court  to  undertake  or  hold  such

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Conned  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  owner,  and  or  The 
Goodyear  Tire  and  Rubber  Company  to  con- 
struct a  lilling-  station  and  to  install,  maintain 
and  operate  four  (4)  1,500-gallon  and  two  (2) 
L,000-gallon  gasoline  tanks  and  ten  (10)  pumps, 
and  two  (2)  3,000-gallon  fuel  oil  tanks,  with  all 
the  necessary  buildings,  appliances  and  equip- 
ment, on  the  premises  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  Oliver  Street  and  Mt.  Royal  Avenue.  The 
building  or  buildings  shall  first  be  approved  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  as  to 
type,  construction  and  character  and  shall  be 
erected  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Building  Laws  of  said  City ; 
the  tanks  shall  be  installed  underground  in  the 
rear  of  the  building  line  and  the  pumps  shall 
be  installed  on  a  concrete  island  in  the  rear  of 
the  building  line;  the  said  tanks  and  pumps  to 
be  installed  under  the  supervision  of  the  said 
Bureau  of  Buildings  in  accordance  with  Ordi- 
nance Xo.  1247,  approved  March  30, 1931,  known 
as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  the  provisions  of 
Section  1>1  of  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Cndr,  1927  Edition,  which  are  not  repealed  by 
Paragraph  34  of  said  Ordinance  Xo.  1247,  and 
the  said  premises  shall  be  used  as  a  drive-in 
station.  Provided,  that  said  tanks  and  pumps 
shall  be  located  entirely  within  a  radius  of  125

An   ordinance   relating   to   the   killing   of   Starlings. 

Whereas,  In  recent  years  a  bird  known  as  the 
Starling,  previously  unknown  in  this  country, 
has  made  its  appearance  and  has  increased  in 
numbers  to  such  an  extent  as  to  create  a  men- 
ace to  property,  as  well  as  to  become  a  pest 
and  an  enemy  of  other  friendly  birds  protected 
by  law;  and 

Whereas,  The  benefits,  if  any,  of  this  bird  are 
more  than  counteracted  by  the  danger  of  dis- 
ease attending  the  spread  of  its  filthy  feces, 
the  damage  to  wearing  apparel,  automobiles 
and  particularly  to  buildings,  both  public  and 
private,  at  the  points  which  the  Starling  has 
selected  as  its  roosting  places ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  constant  noise  of  these  birds 
which  congregate  in  thousands  on  their  roosts 
in  disturbing  the  peace  and  quiet  and  prevents 

the  proper  enjoyment  of  the  public;  and 

Whereas,  Only  by  the  most  radical  legisla- 
tion may  these  conditions  be  corrected,  all  ordi- 
nary and  less  drastic  measures,  both  in  the 
municipal  and  federal  jurisdictions,  having  been 
tried  and  found  ineffective ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Police  Com- 
missioner be. and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  select  from  among  the  members 
of  the  Police  Department  of  Baltimore  City  to 
whatever  extent  he  may  determine  to  be  suit- 
able and  adequate,  police  officers  trained  and 
experienced  in  the  use  of  shot  guns,  so  as  to 
avoid  injury  to  the  public,  whose  duty  it  will  be 
to  go  to  the  places  and  at  the  times  designated 
by  the  said  Police  Commissioner  and  by  the  use 
of  small  shot,  not  larger  than  No.  8,  shoot  these 
birds  on  their  roosts  until  their  danger  has  been 
eliminated;  the  dead  birds  to  be  collected  at 
once  and  where  desired  by  them  to  be  given  to 
the  hospitals  or  other  organizations  or  indi- 
viduals or  to  the  poor  for  their  use  as  food. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
all  the  laws  and  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  in- 
consistencies, be  it  understood,  however,  that 
the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is  not  to  extermi- 
nate the  Starling,  but  to  frighten  the  birds  away 
from  those  places  of  congregation  where  dam- 
age is  done  to  property;  and  be  it  further  un- 
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derstood  that  the  shooting  of  Starlings  shall  be 
confined  to  the  period  when  the  birds  are  assem- 
bling on  their  roosts. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

No  permit  to  pasteurize  milk,  cream, 
ice  cream  or  other  dairy  products  for  sale  in 
Baltimore  City  shall  be  granted  to  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  whose  plant  shall  be  located 
beyond  the  corporate  limits  of  Baltimore  City. 
Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
affect  the  rights  of  holders  of  permits  at  the 
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time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  to  con- 
tinue to  hold  or  to  renew  the  same  annually. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

Whereas,  a  proposal  has  been  made  by  cer- 
tain interests  to  the  Federal  Co-ordinator  of 
Transportation,  the  Honorable  Joseph  B.  East- 
man, that  he  adopt  and  recommend  the  so-called 
Prince  Plan  for  the  consolidation  of  railroads ; 
and 

Whereas,  said  plan  provides  for  but  two  sys- 
tems in  eastern  trunk  line  territory  and  would 
consolidate  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Eailroad 
with  the  Pennsylvania  System  as  a  part  of  so- 
called  System  No.  2;  and 

Whereas,  said  plan  for  consolidation  pro- 
posed to  dismantle  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  as  a 
system  and  to  take  up  the  Eailroad  between 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  and  to  reduce  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  to  a  single  track 
line  between  Baltimore  and  Chicago  and  St. 
Louis;  to  remove  from  it  entirely  all  through 
freight  and  passenger  business,  reducing  the 
remnants  to  a  Xo.  2  branch  line  status ;  further- 
more, said  plan  proposes  the  abandonment  of

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  it  respectfully  yel  most  em- 
phatically and  earnestly  expresses  its  dissenl 
to  and  protests  against,  the  consideration  or 
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adoption  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  co-ordinator 
of  Transportation,  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  and  other  Federal  authority,  of 
the  so-called  Prince  Plan  for  the  merger  or 
consolidation  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Kail- 
road  with  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad ;  and  be  it 

Resolved  further,  That  copies  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  transmitted  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
City  Council  to  the  aforesaid  co-ordinator  of 
Transportation,  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  to  the  presiding  officers  of  both 
Houses  of  Congress,  to  the  United  States  Sena- 
tors and  'Representatives  from  Maryland  and 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States.
